port: We believe it is vital to our denomination to 
educate our rising ministry. We mean no reflection on 
our fathers in the ministry who were uneducated ; they 
did a noble work, and God bless them for it. Many of 
them are doing a noble and eftective work for Christ to- 
day. It is only a matter of regret that they have not 
more of the power which comes from mental training, 
that they might give it to the cause-which they so zeal- 
ously love. The demand for ‘consecrated ministers is 
much greater than the supply. The harvest truly is 
great, but the laborers are few. Pray the Lord that he 
may send more laborers into His harvest. Does not this 
imply the duty of searching them out and aiding them 
in their preparation for their great work? Are the 
churches doing their whole duty in giving the world a 


godly ministry? We fear they are not. ‘The churches 


cannot call men to preach the gospel, but they can-aid 
those whom the Spirit eall. We would caution the 
churches as to the character of those whom they recom- 
mend as beneficiaries of the churches through the Board. 
It will not do to try to educate some men; they will 
not take an education. The word educate means 
sharpen. Education is to the mind what the grindstone 


is to the axe, but if the axe be of inferior metal fhe 


grinding will do but little good. Another meaning of 


the word educate, is to draw out, and if thee is nothing 
ina man there is nothing to draw out; but, brethren, 
send men of brain and consecartion, men who are dis- 
posed to conform to the will of Christ, to Mississippi 
College, and the college will sooner or later return them 
to you, and you will be proud of them.

principle, and every system‘ its basis of operation. Your 


Committee can only recommend a basis upon which 
each chrreh may build its own system, and we think 
that the basis adopted by the Convention Board is, per- 
haps, the best, and that is that each church contribute 
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an average of 40 cents per member, For some, and 


may be all of our churches, a system of committee work 


may be carried on With success: that is, 


to appoint g 
committee on State Missions. This commit 


tee CAN Vasses 
the matter thoroughly and gets all the contributors they 
can. Thus a committee appointed on each object 
fostered by the denomination, such as Foreign Missions, 
Mississippi ‘ ‘ollege, Ministerial Education and Home 
Missions. A church also n ay appoint committees on 
“Home Work?” such as Sunday-Schools committee, (this 
committee endeavors to get all the children of its neigh- 
borhood into its Sunday-School), a prayer meeting, a 
chureh improvement comfnittee, a committee on works 
of charity. To carry on this work. a standing commit- 
tee should be appointed to raise and keep up an auXilary 
tund, to defray home expenditures, The same syetem 
may not do for every chur h, but every church should 
adopt some System. Ladies’ Aid and Missionary Socie- 
ties do much rood, and we heartily recommend them.

On the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary. | 
Your committee on the Southern Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary beg leave to submit the following report : 
The Theological Seminary located at Louisville, is 
the only such institution under the patronage of South- 
ern Baptists. It was founded before thewar, and be- 
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ran its existence at Greenville,South Carolina. Some ten 


or twelve years ago it removed to Louisville, where it 
- - 


bas hada prosperous life. 

The Seminary is now permanently established shaving 
a sate endowment. During last session a commodious, 
superb building, containing. between three and fout 
hundred rooms, including a boarding hall, lecture and 
students room, was made ready to be occupied. The 
building is situated in the central part of the city near 
Fifth and Broadway streets. In respect ot the thor- 
oughness of instructions, orthodoxy and high standards 
of scholarship, the Seminary has uo superior, The 
course of study under the various professors may be out- 
lined as follows : 


Dr. James l’, Boyce, President of the Faculty and 
Professor of English and Systematic Theology, Latin 
Theology, Church Government, Pastoral Duties, and 
Parliamentary Practice. . 

Dr. Basil Manly, Professor of Hebrew, Old Testament, 
English and Biblical Introduction to the study of the 
Bible. 

Dr. John A. Broadus, lrotessor of Greek New Tes- 
tament, English and Ilomolitics, the Preparation and 
delivory of sermons, 

Dr. W. H. Whitsett, Professor of church History and 
Dr. Serfoot is at present teaching in the pjacé af Dr. 
Boyce, who has been temporarily relieved oh account of 
ill health. 


The last three years Dr. John R. Sampy has been as- 
sistant in Greek and Hebrew, having charge of the Jun- 
ior Departments. At the close of the last session Bro, F. 
W. Robertson was elected assistant to Dr. Broadus, Be- 
sides the regular courses there are a number of extra 
courses taught by the different Professors. Number 
of students last session was one hundred and fifty-eight ; 
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has been for some years steadily increasing and, will 
probably reach two hundred next session, There is no 
tuition, and a large number of students receive more or 
less assistance from the Students Fund, raised by beney- 
olent contributions from individuals and churches. Mis. 
sissippi, last session as well as the previous one, had 
eleven students at the Seminary. At the last meeting 
of the Baptist State Convention of Mississippi,’ we 
are informed that more than one thousand dollars were 
contribused to the students Fund. This if about the 
first important financial contribution that Mississippi 
has ever made to the Seminary; she has been slow to \ 
recognize her obligations to this institution, as many of 
her most gifted and ‘useful sons have received  instrue- 
tions at this seat of The logical learning. The eXample 
of the State Convention may well be followed by the 
Associations and chnrches of Mississippi.
